The grift of Hie service station property on 
the corner of lith St. and Ludington St., by 
Standard Oil division of American Oil Co., may 
provide the City of Escanaba and its downtown 
business district more, eventually, than a rest 
stop for shoppers. 
For the past several months, a committee 
of merchants and property 
owners has 
been 
meeting to talk over what might be done alxwt 
improving tile central business area. There have 
been dozens of suggestions — more parking, 
creation of a shoppers mall, one-way streets, 
renovation of store fronts, 
remodeling of in­ 
teriors. construction of rear entrances and im­ 
provements in access roads to the downtown to 
name a few — but outside of several business­ 
men little has been done as yet to get the ball 
rolling. 
The biggest problem, of course, is financial. 
Interest rates are high and a major improvement 
project at most stores would require some sort 
of financing. Even the downtown parking im­ 
provements which have l>een made with 
city- 
merchant cost cooperation were slow in coming. 
Standard Oil, however, with its gift of the 
service station corner has made the down pay­ 
ment on downtown progress. 


The property is valued at $30,000 or more 
and without the generous gift by the oil com­ 
pany more than likely it would have sat vacant 
for a number of years before anyone might have 
made a move to develop the comer. Before 
Gordon Sullivan put up the new Photoart Shop 
last year on the corner of 10th and Ludington 
the lot sat vacant. There also was a vacant lot 
at 12th and Ludington until the First National 
Bank moved ahead with plans for its new build­ 
ing. 
By giving the site to the ‘‘citizens of Esca­ 
naba and Delta County” Standard has opened 
the door for what could become a greatly-needed 
haven for shoppers in tile downtown area. 
Plans for the area haven’t as yet been draft­ 
ed. but it is expected that the former service 
station building will be used for public rest rooms. 
It also appears Targe enough to provide some 
sort of a lounge or possibly a community nursery 
where moms could leave the youngsters for a 
few minutes while shopping. 
The concrete driveway area of the station 
probably will be broken up, topsoil hauled in and 
grass — an almost unknown element in business 
areas until recent years — planted. Trees also 
are a possibility. 
Whatever is done will be welcomed. 


City Manager George Harvey will propose to 
the Council at its next meeting that the city 
lease the property to the Chamber of Commerce 
for an annal fee of $100 and will urge that the 
Chamber take immediate steps to undertake the 
development of the property. 
“This is their opportunity to formulate a 
civic project to upgrade the downtown area in 
which they can ail take considerable pride,” he 
said. 
Harvey is right. 
A rest station in downtown Escanaba would 
be a wonderful addition. The Chamber of Com­ 
merce might approve a design for the rest area 
that would be consistent to an overall theme for 
downtown improvement and completion of the 
rest area might lie step one in the plan. 
Once underway, the possibilities are unlimi­ 
ted. 
Some day. S 11th St. might even be closed 
to extend the park area. And with such a park 
area in the middle of the shopping district what 
better spot for outdoor art shows, band or jazz 
concerts, special attractions. 
It would take courage on the part of tile 
Chamber and City Council to consider any major 
departure from the present, but progress comes 
with change. 
There is no better time to start than now. 


Soviet-Directed Piracy 
U. S. Foreign Policy should undergo exten­ 
sive revision as a result of the revelations by a 
former Czech general concerning the Soviet role 
in the Pueblo piracy. 
Gen. Jan Sejna, senior Communist Party 
secretary in the Czech Ministry of Defense until 
he escaped in February 1968, reported in “Read­ 
er’s Digest” that contrary to official American 
analysis, the high-seas theft of the Pueblo, an 
intelligence vessel, was conceived and supported 
by the Kremlin- The State Department always 
has proclaimed that the North Koreans captured 
the ship on their own initiative as part of their 
pressure on South Korea, that it was an isolated 
maneuver to embarrass the United States. 
Seina. who often conferred with Soviet 
military and political leaders before he fled to 
the West, says Marshal Andrei Grechko. Soviet 
defense minister, boasted to him five months 
before the Pueblo was stolen that some such 
maneuver was planned. Grechko specifically 
chose Hie Pacific for the capture in order to 
challenge American supremecy there. 
The Soviet marshal’s answer to Czech 
queries as to possible U. S. retaliation is interest­ 
ing and revealing. He responded, according to 
St na, that American failure to blockade Hai­ 
phong, North Vietnam's main port, indicated 
the I . S. also would lack the nerve to do any­ 
thing about the projected piracy. Grechko’s sup­ 
position was correct; there was no American re­ 
sponse. 
Seina’s claims have the ring of truth alxnit 
them. It is only reasonable to assume that the 
North Koreans never would risk any possible 
confrontation with the V. S. without prior agree­ 
ment of support from the Soviets. The Czech 
general’s statements are further proof that, 
when it counts, the Communist bloc acts in con­ 
cert to further its goal of the destruction of the 
FYee World. It should destroy, too, the illusions 
that the Kremlin is any less belligerent than Red 
China or that it will mediate an honorable peace 
in Southeast Asia where it also subsidizes ag­ 
gression.

hog cholera free by the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture. 
The disease moved into the 
state, however, rn hogs unport­ 
ed from Missouri. 
Those animals had been certi­ 
fied disea«e-dree 
but officials 
speculated the disease had been 
incubaed at the time of certifi­ 
cation.

w orkers, 
G raham 
Mc­ 
N am ee and H erb Cornell, show ­ 
ed me the countless ways in 
w hich H unters Brook has been 
im proved both for the fish er­ 
m en and the fish. 
I 
saw w here 
beaver dam s 
w ere cut and cleared giving a 
general 
im provem ent 
to 
the 
stream . Enough logs and brush 
w ere left in the brook so th a t 
the fish could have som e cover, 
but the stream flowed fast and 
freely w ithout any jam cau s­ 
ing 
w arm 
backw aters 
th a t 
m ight kill tro u t. 
“ Before we cut out the m any 
beaver dam s, the Ju ly stream 
tem p eratu re used to reach 70 
degrees.” M cNam ee said. “ For 
the past tw o or th ree years the 
Ju ly average has been low ered 
to 64 degrees,” he noted. T rout 
need fast, cool w ater in order 
to survive. 
Easy To Fish 
M cNamee 
said 
th a t 
this 
stream im provem ent not only 
[ gives the trout a b etter hab itat 
and chance for survival but a l­ 
so m akes it easier for the angler 
to fish the brook. “ Before the 
im provem ent w ork, an angler 
used to have to chop his way 
down 
H unters 
Brook w ith

m achete. But now the stream 
is easy to w ade, and the fishing 
is excellent.” M cNam ee added. 
Dave Johnson, DNR biologist 


w ho heads the w ork being done

I brow n, and rainbow trout near 
C ounty Rd. 523 north of C or­ 
nell and once again w here the 
stream crosses an old railroad 
bridge north of W atson.

“ We are trying to establish 
H unters 
Brook 
as 
a 
good 
spaw ning area for all species 
of tro u t,” Johnson explained. 
“W e’ve been w orking on the 
stream s's 
habitat 
since 
the 
brook's potential was first no­ 
ticed in a 1965 survey,” he said. 
Johnson said 
that 
the 
im ­ 
provem ent 
w ork 
on 
H unters 
Brook has helped establish a 
fish population that d id n ’t exist 
p rio r to stream repair. 
Johnson said the brook was 
stocked w ith 7.000 brook trout 
yearlings in 1967 in an effort to 
re-establish a long-lost resident 
fishery 
in 
the 
stream 
itself. 
“The following year we p lan t­ 
ed 1.500 brow ns and 1,500 rain ­ 
bow's. We hope 
th at H unters 
Brook w ill act as a nursery 
area for these trout un til they 
are big enough to m ove down 
to the Escanaba R iver,” Jo h n ­ 
son 
explained. 
By 
stocking 
these brow ns and rainbow s in 
H u n ter’s Brook. Johnson says 
he hopes the fish can avoid the 


predation they would have to

1969 Plant 
So far this year, the DNR has 
dum ped 2,500 brooks and 2.500 
rainbow s into H unters Brook in 
an effort to help both the re si­ 
dent population and to esta b ­ 
lish m ore of a nursery stock. 
S tream 
surveys 
that 
have 
been run recently have show n 
the tro u t population of H u n t­ 
ers Brook to be increasing in 
leaps and bounds. “W e’re g et­ 
ting trout w here before we got 
nothing but suckers and m in ­ 
now s.” M cNamee said.

W hile conducting the survey, 
w hich was done w ith an elec­ 
tric fish-shocking device, I saw 
som e of the excellent results of 
this special DNR program. U n ­ 
der alm ost every log jam there 
w ere some nice-sized tro u t in 
the 10-18 inch class. The stream 
is loaded w ith nice fish. T he 
brook still isn’t very accessible, 
but I plan to fish it very soon.

At 20-Year Low 


LANSING 
* AP* — M ichigan 
farm ers 
are 
harvesting

wheat crop as prices approach 
the lowest ebb in m ore than 20 
years, reports the president of 
the M ichigan F arm B ureau. 
Elton R. Sm ith, also a Kent 
County 
fa n n e r,

blam e on faulty national

policy. 
Smith said the M ichigan E le­ 
vator Exchange reports the h a r­ 
vest cash price for 
soft white 
wheat now' is at SI. 12 a bushel 
and may fall to $1.05 a bushel. 
Only a few' years ago, in 1966. 
it was $1.60 a bushel, he said. 
“ Congress is directly respon­ 
sible through dom estic and in­ 
ternational legislation which has 
caused this dow nw ard spiral in 
wheat prices,” Sm ith said. 
Production 
is still 
too large 
despite reductions of w heat ac­ 
reage. Smith said. In addition. 
he said. 
other countries 
have 
failed to live up 
to prices set 
for w heat by the International 
G rains A rrangem ent. 
“ Am erican 
w heat 
producers

national deal as other 
partici­ 
pating countries have been grab­ 
bing m ore and m ore of the ex­ 
port m arket with price cutting 
sales,” he said.
